the ravages of fire. I do most 
earnestly appeal to all State, mu- 
nicipal and fire insurance bodies to 
co-operate In the observance of Fire 
Prevention Day, to the end that fire 
losses in this State may be ap- 
preciably reduced during the coming 
vear.”

Benefits Are Seen in Swift 
Shift Back to Normal. 2 


The California Walnut Growers’ 
Association yesterday announced «4 


80 per t reduction in wholesale 
prices the 1920 crop of wal- 
outs, biggest single food cut 


yet reported. The new prices, very 
near the pre-war plane, are as fol- 
lews: Diamond brand No. 1, soft 
shelis, 22% cents; No. 2, 16% cents; 
faacy budded, 25% cents; 

budded, 22% cents per pound. 

“Bomebody had to start the ball 
rolling,” sald General Manager C. 
Thorpe of the association's unex- 
pected action. “The trend of prices 
is downward, and everybody knows 
tha labor cannot sustain a cost-cut- 
‘ting saturnalia, so it is up to. the 
producers and manufacturers. 

“The pioneers in this back-to-nor- 
mal nm must of necessity sus- 
tain temporary loss, but the wal- 
growers, who were the last to 
advance their prices during the war 
and who kept their price peak be- 

the average rise in all other 
food products, are giad to be among 
the pioneers in reducing the cost of 
living. With lower food and clothing 
costs, the public may expect greater 
efficiency from labor and the elimi- 
nation of practically all labor dis- 
putes.” 

BENEFIT IN SPEED. 

Mr. Thorpe assumes the position 
that heavy reductions in the cost of 
practically all necessaries of life are 
inevitable, and that the walnut 
growers may be benefited in the long 
run by making a ewift return to 
normal. He said public confidence 
will thue be retained, and that the 
differenee between the cost of wal- 
nutes and the prices asked for other 
staple foods will probably result in 
greatly-increased consumption of 
walnuts, a condition which would 
quickly absorb shipments and likely 
develop a strong and advancing mar- 
ket, of ultimate advantage to the 
growers. 

The fairness of this year's opening 
prices, Mr. Thorpe asserted, is clcar- 
ly apparent, since the production is 
below normal, while larger sizes and 
better quality are factors favorable 
to firm prices rather than price re- 
ductiona. 

“It will be remembered,” he added, 
“that our 1919 prices were regard- 
ed as being so reasonable. in com- 
parison with the high prices asked 
for other food «commodities, that 
our association received commenda- 
tory telegrams from wholesale gro- 

cers” ansociations in all parts of the 
country upon the announcement of 
the opening prices.” 

WHAT GROWERS GET. 

Crop estimates just completed by 
W. T. Webber of the as- 
sociation plaée this season's walnut 
harvest at some near 46,000,- 
600 pounds, Whith will be worth 
to the growers, on the basis of the 
reduced prices, about $11,000,000. It 
is expected that the output of the 
walnut by-product factory *Mcluding 
hand-sorted walnut meats and char- 
coal made from shells, will be worth 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 more. 

The sales department has ob- 
served, Mr. Thorpe said, that rapid- 
ly declining sugar prices have stimu- 
lated the consumption of walnuts ding 
a noticeable extent in recent 
With cheaper sugar, new, 
find it possible to pamper the sweet 
tooth by making more walnut 
nerts, candies and other after-@ipner 
delicacies. According to the few of 
supply and demand, there ane qepe! 
consumers than walnuts this 
because the California crop, which 
representa more than 95 per cent 
of thia country’s output, is below 
normal, while the new census report 
shows that the population of the 
United States has greatly increased. 
in the last few years. 

In the belief of Mr. Thorpe, a 
triumph of the co-operative market- 
ing principle is reflected in the ac- 
ition taken yesterday by the walnut 
growers He said the association 
has gained wide popularity and pub- 
lic confidence as a result of its abil- 
ity to handle walnuta in auch a wav 
that the ultimate consumer  gete 
them for only about 35 per cent 
more than the grower receives for 
them. This, a study of the markets 
will show, i« not true of moat other 
food products, he declared, the usual 
rule being that the consumer pavs 
€0 to 65 per cent more for the prod- 
uct than the producer gets for it
